After demands from 
Obama, Republicans 
agree to renew cuts 

Washington 

Their isolation complete. House 
Republicans on Thursday caved 
to demands by President Obama, 
congressional Democrats and fel- 
low Republicans for a short-term 
renewal of payroll tax cuts for all 
workers. 

After days of wrangling that 
even House Speaker John Boeh- 
ner acknowledged “may not have 
been politically the smartest thing 
in the world,” the Ohio Republi- 
can abruptly changed course and 
dropped demands for immediate 
holiday season talks with the Senate. 
The breakthrough probably spares 
workers a hit in their paychecks that 
would have kicked in Jan. 1. 

Boehner said he expects both 
House and Senate to pass a new 
bill by Sunday that would renew 
the tax break while congressio- 
nal negotiators work out a lon- 
ger-term measure that would also 
extend jobless benefits for millions 


of Americans and prevent doctors 
from absorbing a big cut in Medi- 
care payments. 

The developments were a clear 
win for Obama. The payroll tax cut 
was the centerpiece of his three- 


month campaign-style drive for jobs 
legislation. The House and Senate 
could approve the legislation as early 
as Friday by voice votes. 

The GOP retreat ends a tense 
standoff in which Boehner’s House 


Republicans came under great 
pressure to agree to the short- 
term extension passed by the Sen- 
ate on Saturday. The speaker was 
open to the idea. But rank-and- 
file Republicans revolted and the 
House instead insisted on imme- 
diate talks. 

Just hours before he announced 
the breakthrough, Boehner had 
made the case for a year-long 
extension. 

But the top Republican in the 
Senate, Mitch McConnell of Ken- 
tucky, instead urged the House to 
accept the outlines of the Senate 
legislation. Resolve was crumbling 
among tea party-backed Republi- 
cans, too.

Economy Steadies Itself 


Stocks Close Higher on Job Market News 

Encouraging economic reports pushed stocks higher Thursday. The 

Dow Jones industrial average rose 61.91 points. The S&P 500 index gained 10.28 
points, and the Nasdaq composite index rose 21.48. Economists say the improv- 
ing job market, strong holiday shopping and cheaper gas prices will leave con- 
sumers with more money to spend. That would get the economy growing at an 
annual rate of more than 3 percent in the final three months of this year, which 
would be the fastest pace since the 3.8 percent growth in the spring of 2010. (ap) 


Lowest jobless claims 
since 2008 show the 
market is improving 

Washington 

In the latest sign that the econo- 
my is surging at year’s end, unem- 
ployment claims have dropped to 
the lowest level since April 2008, 
long before anyone realized that the 
nation was in a recession. 

Claims fell by 4,000 last week 
to 364,000, the Labor Department 
said Thursday. It was the third- 
straight weekly drop. The four- 
week average of claims, a less vol- 
atile gauge, fell for the 11th time in 
13 weeks and stands at the lowest 
since June 2008. 

While the economy remains 
vulnerable to threats, particular- 
ly a recession in Europe, the steady 
improvement in the job market is 
unquestionable.

Glow Sticking 

Between the burning candles on menorahs and the 
zillions of trees tricked out with strands of blink- 
ing lights, Washington’s all aglow this time of year. 
But when the holidays are over, don't expect it to 
get dark downtown: Several new projects that you 
might have mistaken for seasonal displays along 
your commute are actually here to stay. 


For a month, riders at the Farragut 
West Metro station have been get- 
ting acquainted with “Farragut 
Spheres,” by Washington artist 
Michael Enn Sirvet. It’s an instal- 
lation of 20 aluminum bowls rid- 
dled with 139,847 holes that allow 
the light from orange and yellow 
LEDs to pour through. (Sirvet is 
known for hole-y sculpture, not 
holy scripture.) If you thought 
eight nights was a miracle, try 10 
whole years. That’s how long the 
LEDs are expected to shine before 


they need to be replaced. 

You might also be confused by 
the light show that started last week 
on Connecticut Avenue. The con- 
stantly color-changing glow that hits 
the strip of trees and plants on the 
median between L and K streets is 
the first part of a grand year-round, 
years-long plan. Eventually, the 
landscaping and lights will extend 
all the way to Dupont Circle. 

More lights will turn on in the 
new year at the Farragut North 
Metro stop. Artist Jefre Manuel’s 


“Pulse,” meant to evoke a river as 
an homage to Admiral Farragut, is 
already partially installed. But just 
wait until lights start shining on the 
piece, made of a material called Sen- 
sible. It should shimmer and change 
in appearance as you 
walk by or ride down 
the escalator to the 
Metro. 

Leona Agourdis, 
executive director of 
the Golden Triangle 
Business Improve- 
ment District, shed 
some light on why 
the group’s been pushing these three 
projects (in collaboration with the 
D.C. Commission on the Arts and 
Humanities, WMATA and the D.C. 
Department of Transportation). “It 
gives people an unexpected surprise 
and something pretty to look at dur- 
ing a routine experience,” she says. 
Plus, those two Metro stations are 
particularly dim. 

Turning on the lights has been 
harder than just flipping a switch. 
For the Sirvet sculpture, which was 
funded by the Golden Triangle 
BID and the arts commission, the 
design had to be tweaked repeat- 
edly to hew to a laundry list of reg- 
ulations. The piece had to stop four 
inches from the wall, be above a 
certain height and be incredibly 
durable. “Materials have to have a 
life cycle of 50 years,” notes Michael 
McBride, Metro’s Art in Transit 
program manager. 

It was more back-and-forth than 
Sirvet, who’s done installations in 
Malta, Dubai and Chicago this year 
(and designed Michael Jordan’s din- 
ing room table), had ever experi- 
enced on a project.

More than half of D.C.

D.C. Mayor Vincent C. Gray con- 
tinues to get low marks for his 
handling of the city and would be 
handily defeated for re-election 
by either of the city’s two most 
recent former mayors, according 
to a new poll. 

The poll, conducted by Clar- 
us Research Group, shows more 
than half of District voters do not 
approve of the job Gray is doing. 
Although Gray’s standing has 


ticked up slightly since a Clar- 
us survey in March, just 34 per- 
cent of voters approve of his per- 
formance. 

The survey paints a bleak pic- 
ture for both the first-year mayor 
and the D.C. Council as they bat- 
tle several ethical controversies 
and federal investigations. 

Only 30 percent of voters approve 
of the council, and 55 percent have 
a negative view, a reversal of the 
body’s ratings since a previous Clar- 
us survey in March. 

A little more than a year ago. 
Gray handily defeated then-Mayor 
Adrian Fenty after receiving nearly 
60 percent of the vote in the Septem- 
ber 2010 Democratic primary.

But if District Democrats today 
were asked to choose between Gray 
and Fenty, the former mayor would 
defeat the incumbent by 15 per- 
centage points. 

Fenty’s 48 percent to 33 per- 
cent margin among Democrats 
grows to 21 percent when non- 
Democrats are included in the 
survey, according to the poll.

Wizards aim to make the

John Wall rode into Washington as the 
No. 1 draft pick and immediately won 
over the Wizards’ jaded fan base, throw- 
ing himself into a promising rookie 
campaign even as the team stumbled 
to another disappoint- 
ing season. 

Now the soft-spo- 
ken guard from Ken- 
tucky hopes to follow 
the path of another star 
point guard, the Chica- 
go Bulls’ Derrick Rose, 
who took a big step for- 
ward in his second year 
before exploding with an 
MVP campaign in his third year as the 
linchpin of a playoff contender. 

To that end. Wall went on a barn- 
storming tour during the lockout, seem- 
ingly taking on — and dominating — all 
comers, as verified by the mixtapes of 


his breathtaking dunks and passes that 
sprouted up all over the Web. 

But the reality is that Wall is shep- 
herding a 23-win team, and all eyes will 
be on him as the Wizards make their 
long climb to respectability. He says he’s 
ready for the challenge as the Wizards 
prepare for their season opener on Mon- 
day against the New Jersey Nets. 

“I’m approaching [this season] total- 
ly different,” Wall said. “I know what it 
takes to win, what it takes to prepare 
for the game, how to eat, how to rest 
my body, all the things to prepare for 
the season.” 

If there was one flaw in Wall’s game 
last season, when he averaged 16.4 
points and 8.3 assists, it was his out- 
side shooting. So he spent a large por- 
tion of the lockout simply firing up shots. 
“I’ve become a better shooter,” he said. 
“I know when to shoot the ball. Last 
year, I was hesitating if I was open, but 
now I’m going to shoot. If I miss. I’m 
going to have the same confidence in 
my next shot.” 

That kind of leadership quality has 
endeared WaU to his boss, Vdzards owner 
Ted Leonsis, who gushed that he “loved” 
Wall during the team’s media day last 
week. “Part of his development is going 
from being a gracious young person to 
a person who isn’t afraid to take over,” 
Leonsis said. “He understands this is 
his team.” 

Wall was hampered by a lingering 
left foot injury for the second half of the 
season, but Wizards coach Flip Saun- 
ders said Wall is at 100 percent, and it 
shows. “He’s much stronger, and his ath- 
leticism is back,” Saunders said. “He’s 
just been dunking on people. He’s a lot 
more explosive.” 

Wall is aware that for all the high- 
light-reel moments, his true worth will be 
defined by wins, and he’s eager to carry 
the Wizards to seemingly unthinkable 
territory — the postseason.

Spielberg settles into 
his comfort zone with 
‘War Horse,’ a tribute 
to old-school cinema 


Film Review 

Man’s inhumanity to man is exam- 
ined through a boy’s mystical con- 
nection to a horse in “War Horse,” 
Steven Spielberg’s stirring, expertly 
manipulative adaptation of Michael 
Morpurgo’s 1982 novel. 

As much an homage to cinema 
at its most old-school theatrical as 
it is a meditation on the absurdity 
of war, Spielberg’s lush epic spares 
nothing byway of action, melodra- 
ma, historical sweep or unapolo- 
getic schmaltz. 

If “War Horse” errs on the side 


of overkill — from composer John 
Williams’ insistently sweet string 
music to Spielberg’s ludicrously 
romantic lighting — it acquits its 
central mission with the strength 
and assurance of its phenomenal 
equine protagonist. 

That plucky steed is named 
Joey, a playful thoroughbred colt 
admired from a distance by an Eng- 
lish farm boy named Albert (Jere- 
my Irvine). When Albert’s father, 
Ted (Peter Mullan), unexpectedly 
buys Joey in a drunken impulse, at 
first the boy is overjoyed, training 
the horse to respond to his slight- 
est whistle. When Ted’s landlord, 
Lyons (David Thewlis), demands 
funds he’s due, it looks as if the 
family will have to sell Joey — until 
Albert persuades him to plow an 
entire rocky field, to the amaze-

British native Jeremy Irvine was 
no stranger to the story of “War 
Horse" when he got the part of 
Albert; he first read the Michael 
Morpurgo novel when he was 10 
and subsequently reread it sev- 
eral times.

ment of the onlookers who gather 
to witness the feat. But Joey’s fate is 
far from secure: When World War I 
dawns, Ted does sell the horse, this 
time to the British forces, a stint 
that will send the doughty steed on 
a punishing odyssey through the 
war’s bloodiest battlefields. 

Spielberg stages these forays 
with breathtaking scope and detail, 
beginning with an astonishing set 
piece in which the British cavalry 
emerges from a wheat field, only to 
be met by German machine guns in 
an encounter that begins in glory 
and ends in carnage. By this time, 
Joey himself has made a friend, and 
as the two horses endure capture, 
escape, recapture and punishing 
labor carrying cannons up impos- 
sibly muddy hills, their agonizing 
trials take on the grievous symbol- 
ism of a secular passion play. 

With “War Horse,” Spielberg 
has created an appropriate show- 
case for the magnificent creature 
that emerges, one that recalls 
the great movie horses of yore 
in a story guaranteed to pluck, 
grab and wring viewers’ hearts, 
but, thankfully, not break them.

When he meets the zoo’s comely 
manager, Kelly (a miscast but sport- 
ing Scarlett Johansson), he advises 
Benjamin to “dump the animals and 
keep Kelly. That’s true joy.” 

Kelly is part of a team of eccen- 
tric zoo staffers that the Mees inherit 
when they buy the sweetly decrep- 
it zoo, which animal lovers will be 
happy to hear isn’t the jail-like for- 
tress they avoid but a delightfully 
ramshackle, rambling affair of low 
fences and open grassy spaces. 

Still, the low-key appeal of “We 
Bought a Zoo” is nearly impossible 
to resist, not just because it provides 
the minimal daily requirement of 
hugs and closure, but because it’s 
such an apt wish fulfillment fantasy 
when for many viewers plan B isn’t 
just a dream but a necessity. 

“We Bought a Zoo” provides a 
welcome seasonal dash of whole- 
someness and humor, but it’s also 
a heartening celebration of second 
acts, even at their most unwelcome.

Capping off a year of movies dedi- 
cated to high-style nostalgia, “The 
Artist” arrives like the last, light- 
est profiterole on the croquem- 
bouche. 

A delectable homage to the silent 
movies of the 1920s, Michel Haz- 
anavicius’ romantic comedy plays 
like a sweet, airy confection, sat- 
isfying the audience’s sweet tooth 
with gentle wit, a lavish production 
and winning performances.

white, no less — shouldn’t deter 
viewers from giving it a whirl. 
They’ll discover the sublime joy to 
be had simply in letting images and 
music dance across the screen in an 
infectiously spirited tableau that’s as 
involving as it is intoxicating.

rules Hollywoodland as its reigning 
star, his million-dollar grin coming 
as easily as the waves of applause 
that predictably greet every one 
of his new pictures. When George 
crosses paths with an eager new- 
comer named Peppy Miller (Beren- 
ice Bejo), he’s cast in the role of 
mentor; but when talking pictures 
become the order of the day, she 
quickly begins an ascent up star- 
dom’s ladder, while George’s for- 
tunes begin their slide. 

At a time when movies nearly 
always overreach, either in tech- 
nological sophistication or philo- 
sophical pseudo-depth, “The Artist” 
comes as a particularly refreshing 
balm: It’s a film that simply offers 
viewers an elegant escape from the 
toils and worries of the real world, 
plunging them into an alternate 
universe where glamour, romance 
and indefatigable optimism rule 
the day.

107 minutes) Steven Spielberg’s crisp, 
richly rendered animated adaptation of 
“Tintin" could be counted as both a suc- 
cess and a failure. Spielberg has brought 
Tintin to the big screen, but not quite to 
Life. From the film’s opening sequence, 
when Tintin (voiced by Jamie Bell) and 
his terrier. Snowy, find a rare modelship 
in a crowded outdoorflea market, every 
frame is jam-packed with gleaming sur- 
facesand beguiling reflections. Nosooner 
does Tintin barter successfully for the 
ship than two men try to steal it, sending 
Tintin and Snowy on an adventure that 
will take them from Europe to the high 
seas and North Africa. The story really 
gets rollicking when Tintin meets Captain 
Haddock(AndySerkis), a dipsomaniacal 
seafarer who joins Tintin’s quest to find 
out why so many people are interested in 
his Little model boat. On the surface, “The 
Adventures of Tintin’’ is unimpeachable, 
but the surface is where it stays, a.h. 
THE DESCENDANTS (R, 115 minutes) 
George Clooney doesn’t put a foot wrong 
except on purpose in “The Descendants," 
a pitch-perfect movie that threads a tiny

Clooney’s Matt King is the wealthy 
descendant of Hawaiian royalty, who, as 
the movie opens, is watching his wife, 
Elizabeth, Lie comatose in a hospital 
bed after suffering a near-fatal boating 
accident. A distant husband and father. 
Matt must find a way to bond with his 
daughters, 10-year-oLd Scottie (Amara 
Miller) and 17-year-oLd Alex (Shailene 
Woodley). “The Descendants" is an ode to 
emotional dissonance, wherein regretand 


antic humor can coexist and even share a 
drink; it’s a tricky tonal high-wire act that 
writer-director Alexander Payne pulls off 
with uncommon skill and aplomb, a.h. 
THE GIRL WITH THE DRAGON TAT- 
TOO (R, 158 minutes) Rooney Mara’s 
portrayal of punked-out cyber-genius 
LisbethSalander does much to advance 
the appeal of this spiky heroine, whose 
victimization at the hands of piggish 
men and her subsequent avenging fury 
have made her a feminist avatar for the 
WikiLeaks era. Handsomely filmed and 
impeccably acted, “The Girl With the 
Dragon Tattoo" is at once satisfying and 
underwhelming, a pristine, coolly atmo- 
spheric procedural thriller that comes 
to the party a tad overdressed in hype. 
The movie’s most unsettling scenes, a 
brutal rapeand an equally torturousact 
of revenge, are staged by Fincher for max- 
imum shock value. But for the most part, 
he plays down his stylistic signatures, 
allowing the performances to project 
the story’s most subtle meanings, a.h. 
HAPPY FEET TWO (PG, 100 minutes) In 
“Happy Feet Two," there’s precious Little 
of what gave “Happy Feet" its incongru- 
ous, yet infectious charm: a tap-dancing 
penguin. The gotta-move protagonist of 
the first animated, Antarctica-set fea- 
ture— a misfit young emperor penguin 
named MumbLe(ELijah Wood) — returns 
for the sequel. But this time he’salL grown 
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up — and a Lot Less fun. In his pLace are 
a Lot of other poLar creatures vying for 
screen time and our attention. The big- 
gest Letdown is the absence of dancing. 
MumbLe, the former hoofer, is now the 
father of a penguin chick named Erik 
(Ava Acres). He spends most of his time 
putting his foot down after Erik, who 
doesn’t Like to dance, runs away from 
home, and MumbLe is forced to go get 
himand bring him back,scoLding himthe 
entire way. So much for happy feet. m.o. 
HUGO (PG, 125 minutes) “Hugo" begins 
with one of Martin Scorsese’s signature 
bravura tracking shots, this time through 
a cavernoustrain station in 1930s Paris. 
The camera is foLLowing the titLe charac- 
ter, a 12-year-oLd boy who Lives secretLy 
just beLow the station’s ceiLing. When he’s 
not scrounging for food, he’s gathering 
trinkets and tooLs to fix a LifeLike metaL 
automaton that represents his Last Link 
to a once-happy Life. For the most part, 
it’s a somber affair, its seLf-seriousness 
onLy deepening when Hugo runsafouLof 
a grumpy toy seLLerandhisgoddaughter, 
IsabeLLe. But during “Hugo’s" finaL 20 min- 
utes or so, the fiLmtruLy comes to Life. a. h. 
MISSION: IMPOSSIBLE - GHOST 
PROTOCOL (PG-13, 133 minutes) Hand 
ittoTom Cruise: Even onthe cusp of the 
creaky age of 50, he stiLL manages to do 
his own stunts. Look studLy in a suit and 
maintain perfect hair sweepage. “Ghost 
ProtocoL" possessesthe requisite number 
of expertLy choreographed “How’d they 


do that?" scenes, as weLL as some terrific 
supporting performances from “Mission: 
ImpossibLe" veterans and newcomers. 
Ratherthanstrainso mightiLyto remind 
viewers of hisstiLL-rock-hard absand bLue- 
steeLstare, Cruise is more than entitLed to 
remind usthathecanactuaLLyact. Espe- 
ciaLLy when he convincingLy pLays Ethan 
convincingLy pLaying a Russian generaL 
and then engages a KremLin guard in some 
absurdLycLever misdirection. That piece 
ofvisuaL Legerdemain, as weLL as Ethan’s 
quarry— Russian nucLear Launch codes— 
are about as retro as it gets. a.h. 

THE MUPPETS (PG, 98 minutes) “The 
Muppets" is both a deLightfuL famiLy 
fiLm about the Muppets and a winking, 
seLf-referentiaL satire about how Lame 
the Muppets are. How does it manage 
that trick? By starting with the premise 
that the Muppets are has-beens. What 
sets the pLot in motion is a visit to Los 
AngeLesbyGary, Mary and WaLter (Gary’s 
somewhat codependent brother). WaLter 
isa Muppetsgroupie,and when hearrives 
inHoLLywood,hecan’tquiteacceptthefact 
thathisheroesarewashedup.Withtheas- 
sistance of Gary and Mary, WaLter setsout 
to reunite the Muppets for one Lastshow, 
the proceeds from which wiLL be used to 
save the decrepit Muppet Studios buiLd- 
ing from being torn down. So far, so corny. 
What saves “The Muppets" from itseLf is 
a sharp eye for just how siLLy aLL of this is. 
Directed by James Bobin and co-written 
by SegeL and NichoLas StoLLer, the fiLm is 


mordant without being mean and sweet 
without being saccharine, m.o. 

NEW YEAR’S EVE (PG-13, 118 minutes) 
“New Year’s Eve" exists as a particuLarLy 
souLLess exampLe of a movie that’s Less 
made than machined. A cobbLed-together 
mash-up of actorLy duets, this Leaden ef- 
fort sagswhen itshouLd shimmer. Labors 
cLunkiLy when itshouLd gLideand — most 
unforgivabLy — pLops some otherwise 
attractive and even taLented actors into 
roLes that are compLeteLy outside their 
physicaLand psychic comfortzone. Most 
insuLting of aLL, the fiLmmakers insist on 
inserting bits of moraLizing in the movie 
Like so many razor bLades in a candy appLe. 
CLocking in atan unforgivabLe two hours, 
“New Year’s Eve" perpetrates the same 
forced joLLity, oversize proportions and 
crass superficiaLity as the very hoLiday 
itso wanLy expLoits. a.h. 

SHAME (NC-17, 99 minutes) In Steve 
McQueen’s mournfuL portrait of an addict 
hitting rock bottom, MichaeL Fassbender 
pLays a man seeking seLf-annihiLation 
through the compuLsive pursuit of sex. 
As successfuL New Yorker Brandon, 
Fassbender spends a great deaL of time 
staring moodiLy. Brandon may beabLeto 
make it anywhere, but even when he’s 
with another person, he’s aLone. That 
changes with the sudden arrivaL of his 
LittLe sister. Sissy (Carey MuLLigan), whose 
hospitaL braceLet indicates that aLL is not 
entireLy weLL with her either.

Sissy upsets Brandon’s metronomicaLLy 
choreographed rituals, which, itbecomes 
clear, emanate from a wound deep in their 
shared past. “Shame" leaves motiva- 
tions and backstories up to the viewer’s 


imagination and focuses with unblinking 
frankness on the depths of Brandon’s 
most self-loathing behavior, a.h. 
SHERLOCK HOLMES: A GAME OF 
SHADOWS (PG-13, 129 minutes) Victori- 
ana buffs will not beamused bythisfilm, 
but it’s a modest improvement on bad-boy 
director Guy Ritchie’s first tweaking of 
Arthur Conan Doyle’s iconic detective. 
Not because it’s more subtle: This sequel 


is just as profligate as its 2009 predeces- 
sor, with explosions, anachronisms and 
quick cuts. But the dialogue is a little 
sharper, and Holmes gets a worthy op- 
ponent in Professor Moriarty, a diabolical 
mastermind who has begun a series of 
bombings and assassinations, hoping to 
spark a “world war." Robert Downey Jr. 
plays Holmes as brainy yet highly physi- 
cal, and keen on dressing up. Jude Law 


returns as Dr. Watson, Holmes’ famous 
sidekick. Holmes’ latest case nearly 
scrubs Watson’s wedding and ends the 
new couple’s honeymoon before it even 
begins. Holmes, the filmmakers wink, 
can’t bear to let Watson go. The sugges- 
tion that the detective has a homoerotic 
attachmentto hissidekick, floated inthe 
first movie, is made even more explicit 
here. “A Game of Shadows" draws here 
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and there on Doyle’s tales but relies more 
on Hong Kong’s hyperactive 1980s new 
wave, asfiltered through “The Matrix” and 
Quentin Tarantino. Extreme close-ups, 
violenteditsandslo-moinsertsareused 
to depict both visceral action and Holmes’ 
methodical thought. Thinking, however, 
is notthe movie’s priority, mark jenkins 
THE SITTER (R, 80 minutes) Spiked 
with some loopily inspired supporting 
performances and Jonah Hill’s char- 
acteristically inspired improvisational 
asides, “The Sitter" is an efficient but 
uneven programmer, whose most 
valuable contribution to the cinematic 
landscape is its blessedly brief running 
time. The reason Hill’s Noah finds him- 
self baby-sitting a neighbor’sthree kids 
is that their regular sitter has a urinary 
tract infection. In the course of the 
ensuing night, he and Slater, Blithe and 
Rodrigo run amok through a Brooklyn 
bat mitzvah, an upscale restaurant, a 
street-tough pool hall and a retail out- 
let called Neal’s Diamonds. The biggest 
kid, of course, is Noah himself, another 
man-child abroad in a world that can’t see 
the exquisite gifts behind the girth, a.h. 
TINKER, TAILOR, SOLDIER, SPY (R, 
130 minutes) “Trust no one, Jim," the 
British spy chief known as Control says 
as the film opens. “Especially no one in 
the mainstream." With those tantaliz- 
ing words of advice — delivered by John 
Hurt — the game is deliciously afoot in 
Tomas Alfredson’s long-awaited adap- 
tation of John le Carre’s Cold War-era 
spy novel. Jim Prideaux and his boss. 
Control, are both working for the British 
intelligence service MI6 in 1973 asthefilm 
opens, when the Cold War is at its height 
and Control is certain that MI6 has been 
infiltrated by a mole. Controlsends Jim 
to Hungary, where the events that tran- 
spire will have inevitable reverberations 
back in London, where veterans engage 
in silent-but-deadly bureaucratic knife 
fights, all the while being impassively 
observed by the masterfully reticent 
career spook George Smiley, a.h. 

THE TWILIGHT SAGA: BREAKING 
DAWN - PART 1 (PG-13, 117 minutes) 
Recent high school graduate Bella Swan 
grows up a lot here, becoming a bride, 
a potential mother and perhaps some- 
thing stranger. Yet the “Twilight Saga" 
hasn’t matured along with its heroine. 
In fact, the latest movie regresses a bit, 
delivering more filler, less feeling and 
crummier CGI than last year’s “Eclipse." 
As the trailer (and the book) have already 


revealed, the drama this time is princi- 
pally obstetric. In the movie’s bland first 
half, Bella (Kristen Stewart) prepares for 
woodland nuptials with pasty vampire 
dreamboat Edward (Robert Pattinson). 
We do see a bloody Edward-ian flashback 
and an angry run through the Washington- 
state forest by wolfman Jacob (Taylor 
Lautner), the excluded member of the 
tale’s menagerie a trois.

Lonely 
and depressed. Mavis shuffles around 
her apartment in sweat pants, swilling 
booze, eating fastfood, watching bad TV 


and having meaninglesssex,allthewhile 
making insensitive comments about 
other people. The actress wholeheartedly 
embraces Mavis’ dark— and, let’s face it, 
somewhat guylike— side with gusto. It’s 
a performance that’s as hard to look away 
from as itto watch, especially when Mavis 
decides to return to the Podunk where 
she grew up in order to brazenly seduce 
Buddy (Patrick Wilson), the guy she dated 


in high school. Admittedly, there aresome 
laughshere. Most come courtesy of Matt 
(Patton Oswalt), the overweight-geek 
former classmate of Mavis’ who improb- 
ably reconnects with her upon herarrival 
in Mercury, Minn. m.o.
